War upon Doorsteps* 


We understand that on the evening of 


the 6th inst., the City JIarsDsl 
addressed 


3 note to Hmiry Bull, Esq., requiring that 
certain doorsteps in front ol his estate in 
Thames Street, should be removed within 
ten days, or they would be removed by au- 
thority at his expense, and yesterday a 
suit was brought in behalf of the city to 
recover fines or damages on account of the 
same. Wo presume the city authorities 
intend to net impartially for the public 
good, and if so nil others who have steps 
projecting Irom their houses may expect 
to be dealt with in this summary manner. 


Now there are probably ono hundred 


houses in Thames Street, all having ttens 
projecting into the street, and there aro 
some streets where nearly all the doorstep? 
project, the removal of. which will be the 
cause of much litigation in our courts. 
On Thames Street originally, nearly or 
quite all the houses had projecting door 
steps, which have heen removed voluntari- 
ly to suit the convenience of the owners. 
So in regard to Mr. Bull's estate, winch 
had projecting doorsteps from time imme- 
morial up to a few years since, when the 
sidewalk was raised by the owner suffic- 
iently high to obviale the necessity of steps, 
and so remained until the city has lowered 
the grade so 'hat the shops could not be 
conveniently used without, steps, and Mr. 
Bull has reinstated them in tho same pla- 
es that they were taken from. 


We fear this precipitate action on the 


part of our authorities may lead to much 
litigation between the city, Mr. Bull, and 
others who may have projecting doorsteps, 
as the subject involves the question as to 
whether the owners ol estates on Thames 
Street are liable to pay for the new curb 
stone which is now being jet, and for the 
expense of relaying the sidewalks, conse- 
quent upon altering the grade of the street,
